A son coming from your own body will be your heir...Look 
up at the heavens and count the stars...so shall your off- 
spring be. (Genesis 15:4-5) 

A nation began with God's promise to one man alone in 
the desert.

"But mass marketing with a ‘community’ agenda,” you 
might ask, "Doesn't that sound a little too Wal-Martarian?”

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Sleeper Agents: Intrigue...Excitement...Lasagna?

At a church where thousands pass through the doors weekly, 
every Sunday Is an event. Throughout the course of a month, 
hundreds of volunteers and staff members work hard to 
maintain an above-average level of cleanliness, aesthetic 
and sanity. When it comes to behind the scenes, however, 
one man takes charge. He needs help. 

Tousled hair, neat beard and thick-rimmed glasses 
worn perpetually askew, Bubba Jennings wears the visage 
of a busy man. Bubba's job as deacon of events and facilities 
never really ends. When the roof starts to leak or Paradox 
performers unleash their inner diva, Bubba responds. Under 
the coiffure and behind the glasses, however, his eyes ex- 
press a passion and energy for a task that at times can be 
thankless and always is demanding. 

“God has given us this amazing facility to use—we’re 
gonna use it,” Bubba proclaims in a subtle Oklahoma drawl. 
The dude isn't joking. In no small part thanks to his dedica- 
tion, Mars Hill hosted 27 events in October, and thirty in 
November. Bubba wants to see more. In order for that to 
happen, however, he’s going to need a handful of dedicated 
volunteers to fill a role that he describes as “sleeper agents” 
or “human Transformers”, who combine forces, not to fight 
the Decepticons, but to form a “super stellar events team.” 

At present, an event might run a little something like 
this: Bubba solicits a group of volunteers, the amount 
depending on the nature of the event (the October Kutless 
concert needed 90). These helpers are divided into various 
teams that cover hospitality, security, maintenance, etc. 
While these teams do their thing, Bubba spends his time 


perpetually making the rounds, checking in on everyone. The 
system works for now, but not if Mars Hill intends to grow. 
Bubba wants to see leaders take charge of the various 
teams on a more permanent basis. These leaders would 
recruit volunteers, oversee specific aspects of running an 
event and organize various ministries to serve. As a commit- 
ted and experienced team, their duties would rest outside 
of the normal Sunday services-during which they go dor- 
mant (hence “sleeper agents”)—but when an event like the 
Reformission conference rolls around, it's game time baby! 
For example, an event like the Discovery Institute 
seminar might align well with the topical nature of a Capstone 
apologetics class. An experienced events leader could act as 
a liaison between Bubba and the class, mobilizing students 
to take ownership of an event that provides the opportu- 
nity for hands-on service in an area of interest. Bubba is not 
interested in the mere procuring of warm bodies and strong 
backs, however. Though there is great need for servants at 
Mars Hill, guilt appeasement or people pleasing should never 
be the motive, hosting the perfect event never the objective. 
To prepare God's people for works of service, so that 
the body of Christ may be built up until we all reach unity 
in the faith and in the knowledge of the Son of God and 
become mature, attaining to the whole measure of the 
fullness of Christ. (Eph 4:12-13) 
These verses are a mission statement for Bubba and 
his ministry. "It's not about the ‘good thing to do,” 
“It’s about being a part of the body of Christ. We're a family 


he says, 


and we want to work as a family." Bubba holds a deep and 
sincere desire to nurture, love and see people grow. With 
a loaded events schedule, he's the one who has to make 
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15 phone calls to make sure the band's lasagna shows up 
on time. But a committed events team would allow him to 
spend more time with the volunteers, focusing on "teaching, 
fellowship, community and building the Body through the 
application of Biblical principles." 

With these ends, and Christ as the means, "works of 
service" are far from obligation. They are instead a profound 
Joy, a humbling honor and a great blessing to share together. 
When Bubba's eyebrows dance and he draws close in con- 
versation, it's out of a child-like excitement to be taking part in 
Jesus’ work at Mars Hill. “He's building this church," Bubba 
says through a broad smile, "And He's doing it through us.” 1

While much of Seattle slumbered into the late hours of a 
Saturday morning this past October, a dozen bedside alarms 
tugged a sleepy-eyed group of college students, young pro- 
fessionals and outdoors enthusiasts from their respective 
pillows. Thom Booth, a 41 year-old engineer, glanced out his 
window, scanning the still street-lit puddles for an amateur 
weather report. Heavy droplets of rain rippled the standing 
pools of water with enough ferocity to drive most weekend 
warriors back under the covers. 

Soon thereafter, however, Booth and 11 fellow brave 
souls pulled into the Mars Hill Church parking lot — complete 
with rain gear, sack lunches and hiking boots. "We met at 8 
in the morning, but it might as well have been midnight it was 
so dark," Booth recalled. 

Such is the life of a man committed to outdoors activity 
in a city committed to precipitation. Seattle weather is no 
respecter of schedules. Fortunately for Booth, the recently- 
named director of Mars Hill Outdoors (formerly Outdoors 
Ministry), most folks willing to sign up for a fall outing in the 
Northwest are willing to get wet. "People who will show up 
for a hike even when it's raining like that are going to be a lot 
of fun," Booth said. 

On that bucketing day, the Outdoors schedule re- 
warded the hikers with a trip east of the Cascades, where 
the skies relented. In agreeable temperatures, they trekked 
along a mountain trail, enjoying as many views as the over- 
cast horizon allowed. No souls were converted that day, no 
groundbreaking spiritual insights espoused. Nonetheless, 
the organization achieved its ministerial aims — exercise, 
community and numerous introductions to the unchurched. 

Mars Hill Outdoors affords believers a forum in which to 


intermingle with the yet unconvinced. "It provides a lot of op- 





portunities for people to invite friends that would scrunch up 


their face if invited to church on Sunday," Booth said. "We 
view ourselves as a hospitality mission — a low-key, no pres- 
sure opportunity for members, non-members and people 
who've never been to church before to enjoy the woods and 
fellowship." 

ouch a clearly articulated vision is relatively new for 
Outdoors, which has struggled through leadership voids and 
identity crises since 2002, when former director Mike Gunn 
left Mars Hill to plant Harambee Church in Tukwila. Under 
Gunn's management, the ministry was expressly theological, 
often featuring mini-sermons along the trail. The shift to an 
entirely volunteer-run operation necessarily lessened such 
intellectual focus. 

Outdoors became primarily about climbing rocks, raft- 
ing rivers and scaling mountainsides. Booth, a self-described 

"Type A" personality, has now codified those organic changes, 
partnering with Mars Hill deacon James Harleman to define 
the ministry's mission. 

The current focus: growth. Booth has developed a pe- 
riodic newsletter, which he e-mails to more than 500 people 
regarding upcoming trips and other pertinent information. 

“We have to become a lot more visible within the body,” 
Booth said, vision-casting a day when Outdoors might coor- 
dinate as many as three or four activities on a given Saturday 
during the peaking summer and winter seasons. At present, 


the organization plans three to four outings per month, more 
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than enough to keep its leaders busy and accommodate a 
variety of skills and interests. 

Activities range from beginner-level recreation such as 
day hikes and Orca watching to highly technical endeavors 
like ice climbing and snowshoeing up Mount Pilchuck. This 
past summer, the ministry dipped its feet in a more ambitious 
trek, teaming with the parachurch group Bikers Without 
Borders for a two-week trip to Peru. 

The chance to forge new friendships on such outings 
helped draw boating enthusiast Meilee Lim to the ministry. 
Lim, who has attended Mars Hill for several years, struggled 
to build close, communal ties in the church before join- 
ing Outdoors several months ago. “It helps when you do 
something with someone besides just sitting next to them in 
church,” Lim said. 

Booth has enjoyed watching Lim flourish in Outdoors. 

"You have somebody that has a lot of initiative and is 
really responsible and has been looking for an outlet within 
the body," he said of Lim, who has earned the nickname 

"Miss Information" for her ability to keep up with current 
happenings. 

Lim's boating skills made her a natural to lead an outing, 
which she did in September. The San Francisco Bay-area 
native took a group out dragon boating on Lake Washington. 
Several non-Christians joined the crew, unwittingly agreeing 
to a church activity without knowing it.

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Sanctuary

Mars Hill Church, with its predominantly young congrega- 
tion, is filled with many young couples and families who 
greatly benefit from various ministries that support them in 
pertinent areas of concern and interest. It has become more 
and more evident that there is a growing need for support to 
parents who have suffered the loss of a child through death 
or miscarriage. With statistical figures showing 15-20% of 
all pregnancies ending in miscarriage, we are compelled to 
answer the call to comfort and come alongside those in our 
own congregation who grieve over the devastating loss of 
their child. 

In 2nd Corinthians 1: 3-4, Paul says that our Heavenly 
Father is “the Father of compassion and the God of all 
comfort, who comforts us in all our troubles so that we can 
comfort those in any trouble with the comfort we ourselves 
have received from God.” Having received God’s comfort 
ourselves, we, as believers, long to comfort our brethren 
when they are in the midst of suffering and pain. 

“Sanctuary” is an emerging ministry at Mars Hill Church, 
which is born out of just such a longing. Couples from our 
own fellowship, who have, themselves, suffered the loss 
of a child through death or miscarriage, wish to provide a 
refuge for those who now suffer the same. These sensitive, 
understanding individuals desire to “come alongside” suf- 
fering parents, providing an environment of refuge, rest and 
comfort, where hope and healing may be found. Sanctuary 
has been prayerfully chosen as a name that beautifully sym- 
bolizes this haven of rest where God's comfort will flow. 

The loss of a child can bring many questions and 
personal struggles and Sanctuary is to be an environment 
where people are free to ask the difficult questions and 
speak honestly without fear of judgment or criticism. They 
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will be sharing with someone who has probably struggled 
similarly and will offer the same hope and comfort that they 
have received from “the God of all comfort.” 

Recognizing and honoring the need for privacy and 
desiring to be sensitive to each grieving individual or 
couple, Sanctuary will be a one-on-one — rather than in a 
group — ministry. Merle Smith, who will serve as a contact 
liaison, can be reached by phone or e-mail and will make 
arrangements for a particular Sanctuary ministry team mem- 
ber to follow up with a call and subsequent meetings, as 
desired or needed. 

As an introduction to this ministry, a forum will be held 
on Saturday, January 29th from 9-11 a.m. in the Paradox, 
where parents will share their stories, followed by a time 
that will be open to questions.

We would also 
welcome anyone who wishes to learn more about how they 
might come alongside and have a greater understanding of 
the need in the body. 

May it be our desire, as brothers and sisters in Christ, to 
share the heart of our Father who is “the Father of compas- 
sion,” by “bearing with” or coming alongside those among us 
who suffer. We are confident of this: that along with the fellow- 
ship of suffering will come the fellowship of His comfort. 1%

Making All Things New 


In addition to Sanctuary, Mars Hill Church offers other support 
ministries and recovery groups for dealing with the pains of 
living life in a fallen world. Support ministries are designed to 
provide care for the Mars Hill community when unanticipated 
events like emergency hospital admission, death and miscar- 
riage occur (see “Sanctuary,” this page). 

Mars Hill recovery groups (including many new programs) 
consider “recovery” to be something more than achieving clo- 
sure or maintaining abstinence from an addiction; true recovery 
is a life that imitates Jesus. As the “image and likeness of God” 
in flesh, he taught us how to live; we are to be like him (Rom 
8:28-29; 1Co 15:49). These groups exist to help recover what 
God originally built people to be. 


Wounded Heart (for Women) 

For three years this ministry has brought recovery to many 
victims of sexual abuse, giving women comfort and help amidst 
feelings of shame, nightmares and relational distance with 
others. 


Wounded Heart (for Men) 
Nearly 20 percent of all men were sexually abused during child- 
hood. Recovery from the shame, anger and isolation does exist. 


Women’s recovery group 

This group teaches women how to let go of destructive be- 
havior and communicate thoughts and feelings in honest ways. 
Issues dealt with include overeating, excessive dieting, com- 
pulsive shopping, drinking, excessive exercise, etc. The focus 
is healthy relationships and ultimate dependence on Christ. 


Recovery group for men struggling with alcohol abuse It is 
important to begin recovery from addiction as early as possible, 
before chemical addiction makes medical treatment neces- 
sary. This group confronts the symptoms of addiction (denial, 
unmanageability and relationship destruction), in an effort to 
avoid the serious consequences of a debilitating, sometimes 
fatal disease. 


Recovery group for men struggling with sex addiction 
False intimacy not only harms the object of fantasy and lust, it 
also rots the core of an image bearer of God and perpetuates 
its crippling affects from generation to generation. This group 
is designed to transform compulsive thinking and behavior 
into rightly focused desire and fulfillment in relationships God 
designed. 


Homosexual transformation group 

Homosexuality is characterized by a seeking for what it is to be 
male. Originating from a real or perceived disconnect between 
a son and his father, homosexuality is learned not genetic. A 
longing for relationship is real and needs to be fulfilled in the 
context of community without sexual sin. This group will explore 
the causes of homosexuality and the path toward recovering 
the image and likeness of God in real manliness.

Charles Haddon Spurgeon 


Dead guys often make the best mentors. Perhaps my favor- 


ite dead mentor is the great English Reformed Baptist Bible 
preacher, Charles Haddon Spurgeon (1834-92). 

Spurgeon was the oldest of seventeen children, 
though nine died in infancy. His father and grandfather 
were Calvinistic preachers and at a young age he began 
reading their theological books and joining their theological 
conversations with other men. On one occasion the visiting 
preacher Richard Knill prophesied over Charles, “This child 
will one day preach the gospel, and he will preach it to great 
multitudes.” 


By the age of ten, Charles was reading the Puritans 


with great delight. Though he never received formal theo- 


logical training, some of 
his most formative learning 
came from elderly school 
cook named Mary King 
who spent considerable 


time teaching the young 


ogy. 
Four years after his 
conversion, at the age of 


20, he was appointed the 





pastor of London’s famous 
New Park Street Church 


which was previously lead 


by the distinguished reformed Baptist theologian John Gill. 


Spurgeon was such a magnetic draw that the struggling 
church of a few hundred exploded as Spurgeon often 


preached up to 10 times a week, with crowds swelling to 


a Y,

Charles! reformed theol- 


more than 10,000 though he had no amplification for his 
voice. His church became the world’s largest and over 20 
million people heard him preach from his pulpit during his 


lifetime. 


Study 

Spurgeon was a committed lifelong student who had a large 
library built at his home so that he could study continually 
and still be near his often sick wife. His library included a 
large round desk with a hinge that permitted him to sit in the 


middle of his desk with his beloved books surrounding him. 


Suffering 
Spurgeon suffered from a variety of ailments ranging from 
kidney disease to gout which occasionally prevented him 


from preaching up to seven weeks at a time and ultimately 


took his life at age 57. Spurgeon also struggled with depres- 


sion prompted by his poor health and the burden he carried 
for the many pastors who came to him for counsel. Perhaps 
Spurgeon’s darkest season came when troublemakers 
falsely cried fire to his packed congregation which caused 
a stampede that killed some people who were trampled 


underfoot. 


Prayer 

Spurgeon once said, “Prayer has become as essential to me 
as the heaving of my lungs.” While he preached, hundreds 
of intercessors prayed in the basement aptly titled the “war 
room.” Occasionally, as he prayed over the sick they were 
healed and many believed he had the gift of healing. He 
attributed the power of his preaching to praying over the 
Scriptures, and power of his church to the 1,200 people 


who came to the Monday night prayer meetings. 


Family Devotions 

Each evening at six, Spurgeon would gather with his family 
for devotions that included singing, prayer, and a theological 
discussion. This helped to train his twin sons who grew to 


also be pastors.

Pleasure 

Spurgeon viewed pleasure and enjoyed His freedom in 
Christ to its’ fullest. Though scandalous to many, he drank 
beer, wine and brandy. And, after a visiting pastor proclaimed 


the evils of smoking to Spurgeon’s church, he simply replied, 


"| shall go home and smoke the best cigar | have got to the 


glory of God.” 


Humor 

Spurgeon was known to have a robust sense of humor that 
spilled out into his preaching much to the consternation 
of his many critics. Among my favorite Spurgeon quips is 
that he loved church committees, believing the most ideal 
committee consisted of three people, two of whom stayed 


home. 


Mercy 

Spurgeon preached against slavery which made him very un- 
popular in America where his printed sermons were banned 
and burned. He began an orphanage for needy children that 
many called the greatest sermon he ever preached. His wife, 
Susannah, raised money for a pastors’ book fund through 


which she gave away thousands of books to needy pastors. 


Evangelism 

The hyper-Calvinists in his day disdained Spurgeon’s pas- 
sion for lost people to meet Jesus and continual offering of 
the gospel of grace to the masses which lead to the baptism 
of 14,692 converts during his ministry. Despite much mean- 
spirited opposition, he called all men to repentance and used 
unconventional means such as meeting in a public theater 
(not a church) and preaching from a stage (not a raised pul- 
pit). Curiously, however, he forbade the use of choirs, organs 


and other musical instruments in his church services. 


Writing 

From 1855-1892 between 200-300 million copies of 
Spurgeon’s weekly sermon transcripts were sold. He also 
published a monthly magazine called The Sword and the 
Trowel, penned over 140 books, wrote an enormous com- 
mentary on the Psalms and wrote 1437 book reviews. In 
addition, he wrote up to 500 letters a week by hand from 
a pen that had to be continually replenished in an ink bottle, 
though he had arthritis in his hands. 


Opposition 

Throughout his ministry Spurgeon came under con- 
tinual attack because of both his conservative theology and 
successful ministry. In his final days, Spurgeon was attacked

by hyper-Calvinistic legalists and universalistic liberals alike, 
the former because he freely preached the gospel to all 
people, the latter because he did not believe that everyone 


would be saved. 


Legacy 

Upon his death, roughly 120,000 people passed before 
Spurgeon’s open coffin and crowded into four memorial 
services. The road to the cemetery from his church was lined 
with hundreds of thousands of people whose lives had been 
touched by the power of the gospel through His servant 
Charles Haddon Spurgeon. 


There are many great books written to further your insights 
on the life of this great man, and perhaps the best place 
to start is Spurgeon v. Hyper Calvinism, by lain Murray, 


which we carry at our church book table, or a visit to 


www.spurgeon.org. My wife, Grace, has also enjoyed study- 


ing the life of Charles bride in the book, Mrs. C.H. Spurgeon

Growing Pains 


THE GOOD KIND

Despite the title, this article has nothing to do with Kirk 
Cameron (for better or worse, he’s now been Left Behind). 
Mars Hill Church has always been marked by rapid, sporadic 
growth spurts, and while it’s a cause for much rejoicing, it 


brings a high degree of responsibility for deacons and sea- 


soned members alike. When I’m exchanging current events 
with local pastors, they always call it the “best problem to 
have.” Amen. 

Now, Mars Hill hasn’t had a growth spurt of, say, 
Pentacostian proportion; when our local family adds 3,000 
in a day as the blossoming Christian church did in Acts 2, my 
cold sweat will be justified. | can’t imagine having a spiritual 
gift of administration back in the first century, being tapped 
by Peter to take care of the practical elements related to 
a divinely-directed influx of new converts. The backup to 


get baptized alone must have been worse than day-after- 


Thanksgiving check-out lines. 

Still, | remember taking the Gospel class (before it 
was The Gospel Class) back in 1998 with eight people in 
a pastor’s basement. This last fall, 419 people filled out the 
main auditorium on Wednesday night to hear more about 
the God we worship and our response to who He is and 


what He has done. We've tossed and replaced procedures, 
church programs, styles, software and even facilities like 
kids' clothing, forced to weave new ones every year as our 
church outgrows them. 

As it stands, 1,000 new attendees showed up over the 
course of two weeks in October. As the year draws to a 
close, 120 of those newcomers have identified themselves 


not only as believing brothers and sisters, but as a newly- 


committed part of our local member body. Nearly 40 of these 
new members need to get baptized, which means a lot of 


planning for baptisms in January and February! With a cur- 


rent member base of 955 adults-including their kids, that's 
more than 1,100 people-there's simply a lot to be done. 

Pastor Paul Petry and | will be working in 2005 (with 
Membership Director AJ Hamilton and a crack commando 
team of Mars Hill regulars) to assess and improve how we 
connect people as part of a healthy church body and how 
we maintain that connection with the membership care we 
provide as covenanted family. About 3,000 people attend 
the "event-that-is-Sunday" each week and over 1,000 of 
those participate with us as family to make it all happen. If 
you're one of our 2,000 weekly guests, we hope that you'll 
dig deeper in the coming year to explore our community. 
We'd love to know you better, serve you better, and see 
what God is doing in your life. 

In Acts chapter 2, the author tells us that "every day 
they continued to meet together in the temple courts. They 
broke bread in their homes and ate together with glad and 
sincere hearts, praising God and enjoying the favor of all the

people. And the Lord added to their number daily those who 
were being saved." Much like it must have been for those 
first-century disciples, it's a privilege to be at the hub of Mars 
Hill Church as the same, Spirit-driven, relational mission 
spreads organically through Seattle. It's less systematized, 
predictable and methodical than an organized administra- 
tor might prefer, but our God is not a computer; He's a 
Father, this is a family, and—quite simply—this is how a body 
grows. The changed lives and maturing faith are well worth 
the occasional administrative muscle-spasm or headache; 
transformation is an unbeatable spiritual aspirin. It is the 
best problem to have. And who knows-3,000 in a day? 
It happened at least once. | say bring it on. w 
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Money at Mars Hill 


What do we believe about our stuff? 

Very simply we believe everything we have and own comes 
from the hand of God. God's grace and blessing to us. Our 
money is one of these blessings and at Mars Hill it is viewed 
as a tool we use to worship God-by giving first to the church 
to see the Gospel make progress in our city, providing for 
our families and enjoying God and the grace that he gives 
us. Our goal as believers is not about the amount of stuff we 
accumulate but rather about our faithfulness and righteous- 
ness with the stuff we do have. You may have a lot and you 
may have a little, but who cares? The real question is: are you 
worshipping God with your stuff and do the first fruits of your 
checkbook reveal that? 


How much should | give? 

The Bible says that giving is for Christians and giving should 
be first and foremost directed to your local church. The Bible 
also does not say how much you should give but rather seeks 
to deal with the heart behind your giving. The principals 
drawn out of the Bible say that our giving should be cheer- 
ful, regular, sacrificial and generous. “For if the willingness 
is there, the gift is acceptable according to what one has, 
not according to what he does not have” (2Cor 8:12) and 
“Each man should give what he has decided in his heart to 
give, not reluctantly or under compulsion, for God loves a 
cheerful giver” (2Cor 9:7). As you can see, the Bible does 
not prescribe a percentage and, as with many other areas 
in our Christian life, we are forced to rely on the Holy Spirit 
for guidance. The principals of how to give are clear, but 
through prayer we must seek to have a clear conscience in 
regards to our giving. About money, Jesus says, “For where 
your treasure is, there your heart will be also” (Mt 6:21). It’s 
really not about the money; it’s about a heart that worships 
and loves God more than ourselves and our stuff. 


Who should give? 

Christians should give faithfully to their local church; whether 
that is Mars Hill or another church doesn't matter. God is 
building his kingdom through the church and he asks that 
all believers share in this joyous responsibility. If you are not 
a Christian, we ask that you do not give but rather seek to 
deal with the larger issue: your sin and Jesus' forgiveness of 
that sin. As stated above, we are not concerned about the 
amount people give but about the number of people that are 
giving. Mars Hill is seeking to build faithful Christians that are 
missionaries to their world. We do this through the collec- 
tive giving of those that call Mars Hill home and consistent 
Bible teaching that trains and sends us out to the world. This 
mission is bigger than just a few of us and takes everyone's 
effort and faithfulness to carry out; no matter if you are a col- 
lege student who can only give 10 bucks a month or you're a 
millionaire that can give thousands every month.
